Mob Fired First 
A stray shot fired by a member in 
the mob was the direct cause of the 
volley from the deputies guarding 
the jail, which laid several of its 
members low, according to Sheriff 
Nellis’ version of the attack. 
I was standing on the front porch 
of the courthouse, parleying with the 
mob, which was demanding that I 
give up 
Pratt, 
he 
said 
tonight, 
when some one fired a shot in the 
crowd. 
' 
“•My deputies, watching the parley 
from a second story window, thought 
I fired a shot as a signal. They then 
fired a volley into the air. 
‘ The mob refused to retreat, and 
my deputies then fired into the crowd 
\ ou know the result. My conscience 
is easy over the entire affair. They 
were determined to get me unless I 
got them. I did my duty by protect­ 
ing my prisoner at any price.” 
Office Contested. 
Former Sheriff Frank Davis, who 
was ousted from office by Gov. Oe- 
neen after the lynching of William 
James, a negro, and Henry Ralsner, 
a white man, last November, is suing 
to oust Nellis from the office, claim­ 
ing that the law under wtiich he 
was ousted is unconstitutional. 
I may have paid a pretty good 
price to hold a job I may lose in 
the courts,” said Nellis tonight 
A dozen broken windows 
in 
the 
courthouse today showed the result 
of the shots fired into the building 
by the mob, but no serious damage 
was done. 
Sheriff Nellis received a slight flesh 
wound in the hand. All the party 
with him in the jail escaped injury. 
Negroes Deputies. 
There were six negroes in the par­ 
ty of fourteen armed deputies that 
defended the jail with Nellis, he says. 
His party numbered about twenty, 
but there were not guns enough to 
go around. Nellis had great difficulty 
in enlisting deputies, and the ne­ 
groes were immediately pressed into 
service, he says, because he did not 
get enough white men to serve. 
Despite this explanation, he is be­ 
ing criticised for deputizing negroes 
to fire on whites, and the malcon­ 
tents are using the -incident as an 
argument for farther demonstrations.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—‘Mem­ 
bers of the house may demand that 
Robert E. Peary exhibit his proofs 
to the world in general before voting 
him a gold medal, and the thanks 
of congress. It was learned today that 
the naval committee was not entire­ 
ly unanimous on the proposition of 
bestowing honors upon the discover­ 
er of the pole. 
One of the leaders of the house, 
who declined to allow the use of his 
name, said today that he was oppos­ 
ed to accepting the proofs 
of 
!Mr. 
Peary, merely because the National 
‘Geographical 
Society 
had 
accepted 
them. He charged 
a 
preconceived 
prejudice in favor of Peary on the 
part of the society, and said that 
before congress took this step, the 
verdict of this society should be con­ 
firmed by other scientific bodies of 
the wofld. 
Several members 
have 
expressed 
opposition to 
the 
proposed 
Peary 
honors and one or two have threat­ 
ened to discuss vigorously the mat­ 
ter on the floor if it is brought 
there.

SIXTH CAPITOL 
WITNESS 
DIES. 


Heart Disease Latest Strange Fa­ 
mily In Harrisburg Scandal. 


'Harrisburg,. 
Pa., 
Feb. 
19.—The 
strange fatality that 
has 
pursued 
some of the principal figures in the 
capitol scandal was again brought to 
public mind today when John E. 
Scott, one of the chief witnesses in 
the celebrated case, was found dead 
in the bathroom of the house where 
he made his home while in Harris­ 
burg. , 
He is the sixth man in the case 
to die. His death was due to heart 
trouble. 
Scott was secretary to the board 
of public grounds and buildings which 
let many of the cont acts for furn­ 
ishing the capitol that brought more 
than a dozen men to the bar of jus­ 
tice. He was a witness in two trials 
and was to take the stand in the 
case of Joseph M. Huston, architect 
of the capitol, whose trial will come 
up next month. 
Two of the six men who died were 
under a two-years’ sentence, one was 
awaiting trial and two were import­ 
ant witnesses. Besides these, one of 
the many men under indictment ban 
been confined In an insane asylum
